;he Reading Railroad Company and 
anch employes as are meinbera ot the 
Ilrotherhood of Railway Trainmen, has 
prompted an expression of opinion from 
Attorney General Olney in the form of a 
letter to Jud^e Dallas of the United 
States circuit court, before whom the 
caae is pending. The difficulty between 
;he two organizations reaching a crisio 
on August 15th last, when General Su- 
perintendent Bweigard eummoiied be- 
Eore him all the employes and notified 
them that they should abandon tbe 
brotherhood as a condition of retaining 
their places with the railroad company. 
Vigorous protests were made against 
Lliis alternative, and the brotherhood

He 
lived thirty minutes after heiuii shot. 
Twenty-six other Indians are under in- 
dictment for the same murder for which 
Lewis was executed. When they come 
to trial trouble ia feared, as their eym- 
patlikens are aroused.

FRANCE AND MADAGASCAR. 


Tbo Foruior Moling Demand* Upon the 


lAttcr Which May Causa H Fiflit. 


Franco has unquestionably decided 


upon another high banded outrage 


inst a weak and helpless country, 


which apparently has not oven as many 
friends as poor Siam. Myro do Vilora 
has goiio to Madagascar, practically to 
demand tbo abdicatiou of tbo govern 
ment. aud to annex tho great and rich 
islands to tho French domain. It re- 
mains to be sceu if tho groat powers, in- 
cluding tho United States, will permit 
tho execution of this plan. Tho instruc- 
tions given to tho special emissary were 
nominally secret, but there is uo doubt- 
that tho outlines given by tho govern- 
ment organs in Paris are substantially 
correct. The following aro tho chief 
points of tho demand, with war oa tho 
penalty of refusal: 


The first is tho revision of tho treatj 


of 1885. Tho next that Franco's terri 
tary at Diego Suarez shall ho extended 
to PasKmdano hay, on the western sidu 
of Madagascar, aud to Voheinar bay on 
tho east; that Majuu^a suid Nossi lie, 
on tho west coast, and Fort Dauphin, 
Tamatave, Mauahoudro, Audovorau, to 
Fonlo Poiutennd Mmianara, on thoeast- 
ern shores, shall, with, their adjacent 
territories, bo ceded to France. Furthei 
more, that tho French residents shall 
havo tho right to control all the actions 
of the Malagasy government, including 
its foreign policy and internatioual ad- 
ministration. 


Opposition will bo offered to what is 


described as tho steady iuvusiuu by tho 
Hovas of the territory of the Anrakurps. 


Then Myro do Vilors is to insist that 


tho French bo allowed to iicquirn prop- 
erty in tho island instead of holding it 
on loDg leases. Likewise that they bo 
empowered to claim concessions oE 
miucs, works and EO on. Concessions for 
which foreigners may :ipuly will duly 
be granted after examination at tht 
French residency. Tho French pleuipo 
tentiory was also instructed to demand 
full compensation, for his countrymen 
who havo hcjeii victims of vesatic 
tre;it!Ticiit on tho part of tho Ifova gov- 
ernment. 


It is assumed, very naturally iu 


Paris, that tho Malagasy government 
will refuse thus tOBurrenderall Us pow 
ers and iutleucudeucu lo France, and so 
prcpjirations nro already making for ;; 
naval aiidimlit;iryexiK.'ditionon a largo 
scale. 
Tho plan is to undertake this 


patriotic invasion two mouths hence, nt 
a moment \vheii, it is now feared, so- 
cialistic discontent will tlirenton to ns- 
Guino :i dangerous phase iu Paris —Paris 
Otter.

times fastened in front by a mitesivu

After tbe good news from New York 


wae received, and it became certain 
that it was beyond all doubt safely iu 
the .Republican column, people began to 
inquire about the count oh the local 
ticket. It progressed slowly, and only 
the most fragmentary returns came in 
till late in the evening; but these re- 
turns had a tendency to discourage the 
Democrats. They could ees but very few 
rainbows on the political horizon after 
the stormy campaign.

A SUCCESSION OF FRUITS. 


Some Good Advice From a Napa 


Orchardist. 


Ui-orgc Hussnian in Ca!i(otDla Vniii On 


] heartily concur in the suggestions 


made in your last issue that morn atten- 
tion should be paid to earlier and later 
varieties of fruit with good shipping 
qualities for eastern markets, and tbe 
fruit growers of the state are under 
great obligations to such men aa Luther 
I'.urbank, Leonard Coates, the late B. P. 
Fox and others ior oricinating and dis- 
seminating 
new varieties." I havo 


watched the fruit trade of California 
closely for tbe last thirteen years, and 
am not interested personally in any fruit 
enterprise tseept grapes Ior wine, but 
as L have followed horticulture all my 
life, cannot help taking great interest in 
it. The predominant passion or the 
majority of iruit growers, aud of Cali- 
fornia farmers generally, seems to be to 
t-u.-h blindly* into n specialty which is 
hiuded as yiviujj large returns, not con- 
sidering tbat any variety, however de- 
sirable, may and even iiiusijglut ttia 
market, if grown in quantities to exceed 
the demand. 


Thia has been this case with the Bart- 


lett pear, the prune,, certain varieties of 
peaches and apricots, the Muscat for 
raising and the Ziiimndel for wine. 
Thousands upon thousands of trees aud 
vinea of these have been planted, and 
the market 15 overstocked even now with 
their products. How will it be when 
the new plantings coruo into bearing in 
a few years, the older trees increase in 
size and productiveness, and they all 
come into market about tbe same time? 
Let us take only the pear, for instance. 
We all know and acknoweledge the 
many good qualities of tlm Bartlett, an 
early and constant bearer, attractive ap- 
pearance and fair quality, ripening wetl 
in the box wben packed tireen, and fiue 
for canning and drying. But every- 
body who planted pears at all planted 
mostly Bartle.tt, until tbe market has 
been so glutted tliat choice Bartletts 
were sold from the wagons iu San Fraii- 
ciaco at the rate of 30 to 35 for 5 cents, 
and thsy aoid here ironi the trees, the 
purchaser picking them, for $4 per tun. 
IB there any profit in such prices? And 
can we hope that prices will rise when 
double and treble, the quantity shall be 
ruehed into the market in a few years? 


Would it not be well to lengthen out 


the season with a few equally reliable 
varieties? California can grow the fin- 
est winter pears, yet the market ia bare 
of them, with the exception of a few 
Winter Metis, which do not succeed 
every where, and now and then, Vicar of 
Winkfleld, which is about equal to a 
well grown tnrnin iu quality. Yet I 
have kept those delicious pearc, Glout 
Morceau and Easter Betirre, in the 
drawer of ray desk until the 1st of 
April, when they were just in their 
prime for eatimr. And as to thuir ship- 
ping qualities, Professor Wickeon in his 
valuable book", "California Fruit a and 
How to (2row Them," informs us that 
Easter Beurre was shipped to Kngland 
successful ly in 1872.

tested varieties, which are known to 
Eucccod, and arranged in the order of 
their ripening:

know much of Beurre Bose in this state, 
but it was one of the beat iu the east, 
attractive in appearance and of best 
quality, fine color and large. Beurre 
ClairReau has already a good record ay a 
shipping puar of fine appearance and 
good quality, ia an early and abundant 
bearer, hut is said to drop badly. To 
these should be added.for trial* U.S. 
Fox. P. Barry and Col. Wilder, all Cali- 
fornia BeftdlinRS. end said to be of ^ood 
quality, good keepers and shippers.

Ool«lman, the organization -: ail tin- 
merchants and prain dealers in ihe val- 
ley i a order that a moie :>-tent iiitiu- 
enee niijiht be brought i-> Uur on the 
Southern Pacific (.\vuj.:iny, when the 
announcement ,if -.•. re.lnetion in rates 
came t,i Lain!. Tile followiui; It-tier 
from J O. .^tul^'S i=, however, i-om-lu- 
sive evidence of tbe fact that the Regis- 
ter has at least been instrnmental in 
procuring a retluctioa of rates which 
will euve thia valley hundreds of thous- 
and:' of dollars and relieve the wheat 
growers greatly. 


We wish to'eay right here that we 


have no "pull1* on the Southern Paoitio 
cimpany, and that the only influence 
bntnght'to bear in bringing ibis about 
was such as aross from letters setting 
forth our best array of facts and figures 
in relation to wheat growing in this val- 
ley. During this time we have raised 
no '-howl" through the Register and 
havo told not more than a half dozen 
what we were, trying to bring about. We 
simply proved onr ease, viz: that the 
rates were more than "what the traffic 
would bear." By the eame process we 
once obtained a conce-saion on eugar for 
canning purposes, but never got the 
cannery. By this means we might not 
get all we wanted if we tried ever so 
hard, but there is nothin? like trying 
and grumbling around street corners 
certainly will not have the desired 
•ffert. Tbe rates wo now havo areas 
good as thoao which they obtain in the 
Sacramento valley wheni they have 
water fum petit ion and tho advantage 
trained is decidedly great and will ma- 
terially help in putt ingin our next year's 
crop. " It will afford grain growers cour- 
ago to take hold and will CMIFO many 
acre5 to be seeded which would other- 
wise havo lain idle. As an a\-t of justice 
to the farmer, it will not fail of beins:ap- 
preciated. 


It might ne well to add that the re- 


ductions at Tularc amount to R5 cents 
per ton instead of 70 cents, or 16 cents 
hotter than Mr. Stubbs promised when 
thia letter was written.

A HIGH LICENSE ORDINANCE IN 


CONTEMPLATION. 


It is Now Being Drafted, and Will 


Not Touch the Sunday 


Closing Issue. 


The Board of Supervisors met yester- 


day morning, but as Butler and Wick- 
efshaifl Were absent, an adjournment 
was had without takinn action on any 
of tho measures submitted for consider- 
ation. 


At 2 p.m. Supervisor I>ut!er was in 


attendance, and the minutes were read. 
Then there was au informal caucus for 
eome time in reference to a project ior 
dealing with Iho county saloon license. 


It was intimated in these columns 


some time ago that the ultimate out- 
come of the liquor licensa conflict would 
be high license, and the decision of the 
supreme court in the San Jose case vir- 
tually left the anti-saloon members of 
the board (Sayr e and Butler) no other 
resource, if and any control was desired 
to be exercised over the liqnor dealers. 
So MesFra. Foster, Say re and Butler 
went into the ante-room and talked the 
maiter over. The action of the supreme 
court, in deciding that thfi Board of 
Supervisors cannot enact police lawa for 
an incorporated town, of course threw 
out the Sunday define clause in or- 
dinance 52 passed a year ago, and ren- 
dered the ordinance inoperative gener- 
ally. It also disposed of ordinance No. 
50, which was simply an amendment, 
or an attempted 
improvement on 


No. 52. 


The supervisors eaw that under these 


circumstances the liquor dealers are iu 
a position of absolute freedom from con- 
trol and there ia a heavy arrearage due 
from Rome of them who have been do- 
inn business without a license us the 
outcome of the contests in Justice Aus- 
tin's court, when juries failed to convict 
in three cases. 
It 
ia thought-the 


luiiotmts due for licenses can be collected 
under the old ordinance, but the idea 
will he to replace it as eoon aa possible 
by a new one greatly increasing the coPt 
of a county license, aud requiring sub- 
stantial bonds from all applicants. 


Sir. "Letdier did not take part in the 


caucuses. He i? not opposed to the high 
license plan, but ia not liable to tuke 
part in any more repressive liquor legis- 
lation after the costly experience wbi«h 
the board had last summer. 


Mr. Foster is inclined to view the 


high license plan favorably on 
the 


ground that it IB necessary to do eome- 
thirji!, though he is opposed to any at- 
tempts in the line of repression, previ- 
ously 
pursued 
hy 
the 
board. 


It 
is 
evident 
that 
any 
meas- 


ure that may be introduced will not be 
of a drastic character, but will be solely 
directed to regulating the enloon traffic 
by a license high enough to ensure the 
confining of tbe privilege of Eellingliriuor 
to respectable and responsible pereons. 


The members had a brief consultation 


with Attorney Cold well m reference to 
the matter, but did not formally engage 
him to draft the ordinance. The amount 
of the license fee is still under consider- 
ation. 


The matter of tho grade on the \Vcst 


Side in connection with the Jeff (!. 
James road is likely to be brought up at 
an early day, and will give eome trouble 
before it i? settled. Harlan and the 
other rimchers who did the ^railing, aa 
it is claimed, without authorize ion from 
the board, b:ivi: lu-cii up luoLin^ after 
Ihfir rl.tiiiir- K'MitiPt thi; DOiir.l.

Business wag practically suspended in 


Fresno yesterday and the people were 
engaged in tbe ah absorbing topic of 
conversation, tho election, and who 
were beaten and who victorioaa. On 
Rome of the candidates there was room 
for difference of opinion, but on the fact 
that tbo Republican county ticket had 
& gref t victory, there waa no difference 
of opinion. 
It waa partly guesswork up to a late 


hour on Tuesday night. Not till after 
midnight did the full retnrnfl from a 
single precinct come in. Counting the 
ballots was alow work. After the first 
came in, tho others began to follow, anil 
by 5 o'clock in tbe morning, at which 
hoar THE REPUIH.ICAX went to press, 
there was enough known to make it 
reasonably certain that a greater part 
of the Republican ticket waa elected. 
Still, at that time, ret time had been re- 
ceived from only a dozen precincts out 
of a total of 72 in the county. 


The Democrats took about the same 


view of the matter as the Republicans. 
It ia laid thai hi tho early gray of morn- 
ing two solitary persona sat in the Dem- 
ocratic headquarters. All others had 
wended their way home, after upending 
the greater part of the night waiting for 
what never came.

Karly yesterday morning pi-ople lifc- 


l*!in to Hock to the Republican head- 
quarters on J street to hear the news. 
Home had slept very little. Returns 
from the precincts soon began to come 
in pretty fast, nnd in nearly nil cases 
the Republicans Mad either carried the 
precinct or bud made larpe gains over 
their vote two years ago. The returns, 
as fast as they catno in, were written on 
a blackboard prepared especially ior the 
occasion, occupying a half of the side of 
the hall. Dozens of people with pen- 
cils and paper, were soon at work add- 
ing and comparing lignrea for their own 
satisfaction, or in tbe interestof friends, 
aud the scene was H lively one, and 
everybody there was in good humor. 


Sheriff Scott was the central figure of 


interest on the county ticket, nnd every- 
body waa impious to know how hu 
stood. He wae certain of election from 
the first, but hia friends did not want to 
be too jubilant until they were certain 
beyond all doubt. It did not take* loiig 
to arrive ata certainty. When precincts 
giving him from ten to forty majority 
betiUi to roll in, and it became apparent 
that he was holding hia own in Demo- 
cratic and Populist strongholds, there 
was no longer a doubt that he was safe. 
The splendid jun he made was a subject 
of congratulation among ills frlemlB, and 
it could be plainly eeen tbat he wfifl a 
ptoud man. ilehad gone triumphantly 
and unhurt through the exceptionally 
bitter Qfiht made against him. It waa 
considered that hia majority would be a 
safe 300 over the next opponent below 
him. 


Truman Hart, for clerk, ran well from 


one end of the county to tbe other. His 
opponents did not succeed in holding 
their ground in half a dozen precincts iu 
the county. It is true that small ma- 
jorities were given against him in sev- 
eral of the precincts; but even there 
he ran ahead of the general ticket, and 
the only question was the sinfi of his 
majority. They all eaid it would not 
be smaller than 50J over the candidate 
next below him in tho race. 


JJobody seemed willing to risk a guess 


on the sine of Baruum's majority for 
auditor. They were all afraid of get- 
ting it too Finall, The returns, as they 
came in, showed that be waa a winner 
by t-everul hundred. 


Moodey'a race for tas collector was a 


line one, anrl the polls hnd not been 
closed two hours before it waa apparent, 
that he would be the next tax collector, 
and hy the time half tho returns were 
in the moat conservative estimate placed 
his majority not below 000 over his 
nearest opponent. 


One of the first things to bo done after 


finding that there has been a defeat, ia 
to find come way to account for it. This 
the Democrats did, and they at once de- 
cided tbat tbe Populists were responsi- 
ble. 


They said that the Populate had gone 


into tbe contest without any chance of 
electing any of their number, hnt by 
being in the field, they knocked the 
props from under the Democrats, and 
el them down, while the Republicans 
carried off the prize. 


The bitterness againet the Populists is 


ill concealed by many of the Democrats, 
who have always regarded them aa a 
sort of menace to Democratic succeee. 
', 


On the other hand the Populists say 


that if the Democrats had got out of the 
way, and left them a clear field, they 
mi^bt have had eome ahow of electing 
;heir ticket. Thus it goes. Each lava 
:hc blame of the defeat on the other, 
xnd the Kennblicans j;o on smiling, and 
Tooting up the returns as they come in, 
allowing increased majorities. 


Occasionally during the day news 


from the neighboring counties came in, 
and the nature of the liens was univer- 
sally satisfactory. The intelligence that 
Tulare county had gone Populist waa 
welcome, because it had been for so long 
a TJeiiiocratic&troaghold, and a political 
revolution is always to be desired by a 
party which haa everything to win and 
nothing to lose. The particulars of the 
Tulare election were not received. 


But from Kings county the returns 


were more complete. The Republicans 
curried nearly everything, beginning 
with a plurality for liutee of. I2">. Ja- 
cobs, Republican, was elected superior 
judge; .Buukner, Republican, is elected 
sheriff; J. F. Peacock, Republican, is 
elected auditor and recorder, while the 
Republicans score a victory by electing 
J. A. Moore as coroner and public ad- 
ministrator; and J. W. Davis, a Uc'puh- 
lican, will represent Kings county in the 
assembly. The Democrats elected Cun- 
ningham county clerk, and W. H. Sla- 
vin treasurer and tax collector. 


At. 4 o'clock yesterday the word from 


Madera county was excellent for Dr. 
Pedlar for the senate. Madera might 
give a large majority against him and 
lie could dtill be elected by thfr vote of 
Fresno county, but it looked as if Madera 
would alao give him a majority. Out of 
24 precincts in Madera county, 13 had 
been heard from, and Pedlar's majority 
wua&ti. In the town of Madera he re- 
ceived 90 majority. 


The meager returns from 
Madera 


earlipr in tho day had given reason to 
expect substantial Republican gains, 
hut no such landslide as the following 
waa looked for. The Republicans se- 
cured more than half the otScea.

liEXEKAI. LBW WALLACE'S LEC- 


TURE ON "THE CHRIST," 


Strauiie and Jlc;ilistic Stury of His 


Conversion as Told at the 
' 


Advtmt Chui'clt. 


General Lew Wallace, author, and 


soldier of fame, arrived last night on 
tho 5.25 train and lectured at tho Ad- 
vent church last evening to a large audi- 
ence. 


The General registered at the Hughe." 


hotel from Crawfordsyille, Ind.. but hag 
been lecturing on thia coast since Oc- 
tober 5th. His first lecture «as de- 
livered at Seattle. 


The commander of the Army of the 


Tennessee and hero of Shiloh is a 
powerfully built man of medium height, 
and 
soldierly hearing. 
His whole 


manner Is one of reserve power and 
quiet dignity. 


He was introduced by F. H. Short. 


The audience was not what it should 
have been in point of numbers to a 
great author of world-wide fame. There 
was a rival attraction at the Barton, and 
the excitement of the election kept many 
away wlw? would have attended ai any 
other time. 


Uen. Wallace told his audience how ho 


cauie to write "lien Hur, the Story of 
the Christ." It was a strange, thrilling 
story, and the audience listened with 
rapt atteutiou. There was something 
very impressive in the abruptness with 
which he plunged into the narration of 
his vision. He eaiil: 


"I have suen the Xazarene. I saw 


him perform works which no mere 
man rould perform. 
1 have heard him 


speak. Z was nt the crucifixion. With 
Ueu Hur I watched and studied him 
for years, and at last I, too, took the 
word that Balthasar gave him—tiod." 


"1 had been careless—had given no 


thought to the tomorrow that death 
ushers In. 
'Indifferent' ia the word, 


Preachers had made no impression upon 
me whatever at the time I began to 
write. I had felt the pictureequeness of 
the birth of Christ, and growing some- 
what out of the restlessness that fol- 
lowed the experience of thu »:ir, 1 
wrote my impressions of that incident 
with the idea that it might be accepta- 
ble to some magazine. Having tiuinh&d 
It I laid it on my desk until 1 might, 
gome time, gather courage to open cor- 
respondence with the Harpers. It lay 
there along time. 


"One night I was going home from 


eome place where there had been a dis- 
cupsion oi the problem of life. I began 
to feel ashamed that I hud no belief. 
I determined to form one. Sermons 
were not to my liking. Theology was 
too deep and dry to begin with. I 
would read the liible and base an opin- 
ion upon that. 


"Suddenly like a flash came this 


thought of my magazine serial. Why 
not extend it through the period of the 
lifeof Christ—make ita novel? I had 
the beginning; that incident that inter- 
ests more people than any other inci- 
dent in tbe history of the world, replete 
with mystery and charm, I had the 
finish—what could be more snbHmc, 
stupendous, than the crucifixion? It 
cost me years to fill in the interval to 
my liking The diflicultiep were very 
great. 1 km:w that a Christian people 
would not tvierute a hook which pre- 


ited (.'nrisi us its hero. 
'Theru svuis a period of thirty-seven 


yeara to in-covered, (determined to use 
the interval to illustrate the habits of 
thought and the social mid political 
life of the time. Perhaps I could show 
tho need of a Christ. I determined us a 
means of overcoming my first ditliculty 
to keep him out of the story until the 
very last. He should bo always 'coming' 
tomorrow and tomorrow. Again I de- 
termined that he should figure in no act 
or incident of iny own invention. 
He 


should speak no words but those hia 
authorized biographers have repeated as 
his own. The only place in the narra- 
tive that I departed from that resolve 
was where he gives the cup of water to 
Ben Hur at the roadside. 


"Then I began to write.. Five years 


were coreumed before the story was fin- 
ished—not in writing, of course. That 
took the least part of it. 1 was to deal 
with scenes with which the whule world 
is more familiar than any others in his- 
tory. I knew that c.ritica would not for- 
give any slip iu dates, or poliiicftl asso- 
ciation, or geography, or local dress or 
custom. I sent for books and and maps 
and ransacked libraries. I made atrip 
to Washington and another to Bobton 
before I could be decided aa to the for- 
mation and arrangement of the oars in 
the old Roman trireme. I had careful 
and elaborate charts of the country 
always before mo while writing. 


"I had never been to the country I 


was about to describe.. T have been 
there since, however, and traveled ever 
the roads and visited the places where 
my characters lived nnd walked. 
I 


went there chiefly to note how nearly 1 
had pictured thc'truth, and the irnprea- 
lion it made upon mo as I waited over 
tho identical path Christ had trodden 
on that Palm Sunday, found the great 
white rock where the mother and sieter 
had waited, saw the cave where tho 
lepers had taken refuge, sat upon the 
stone on tho mount where Hen Hur had 
rested npon his return from Rome- all, 
ir.deed, as 1 had described it. Shortly 
after the book was Bent out 1 received a 
newspaper clipping elating that at the 
tiuis of which I wrote Mount Yesuvuit 
wait not in eruption. I had roisaed it 
hy just four years—-it began to emoke 
four yuara after. Thai waa the only 


criticism I have seen with regard to the 
history of the book. 


"Having no religions feeline, neither 


believing nor disbelieving, 1 found my- 
eelf writing reverentially and with awe. 
Home made the politics of the time, and 
the chariot race and thn galley race 
were incident to it. Ji ceding a miracle, 
I plagued tbe mother and eieter of the 
hero with leprosy—cruel but necessary. 
1 was a bread-winner those, five years; 
but my people, eorno of whom I loved 
aud others I detested, ..were with me 
always. Sometimes they had things to 
say to me that were imperative and 
called me away from court and locked 
an: up with them for days. 


"I could not tell you how many times 


I have been npked what part of the book 
I think the best. The scene that give* 
uie the greatest satisfaction," said the 
author, "is not the chariot race, nor the 
simple in the palace, nor tho diecoT- 
ery of the wi=e men. nor even the cruci- 
fixion." 


The. author read the erfine from the 


second chapter of the eighth book, where 
lien Hur, after Ms long following of 
Christ with the expectation of a politi- 
cal fulfillment of the dreams of the 


1 Jews, tells to Balthasar aud Simonide 
the story* M the Nttwren^ Jiow he (Ben 
Huv) had witnescttj all the miracle! 
from the turning oi water into wine to 
tbe calling from the crave of I^BarnB. 
Ben Uur asks them what they think of 
it, aud Balthasar replies, "God oulv ia 
EO great." 


Sneaking of this, General Wallace 


said it reviewed in a few words the 
whole line of the miracles of Cliriat. 
There was no sermonizing, but it told 
its story. The art of it, he thought, sa,t- 
isfied him better than anything in th« 
book. 


"When I had finished that," he said, 


"I said to myself with Balthazar, 'God 
only is so great.' I had become a be- 
liever. There waa only the one ques- 
tion, the authenticity of the Bcriptnre, 
and I have DO doubt of it.:> 


FINE MOUNTAIN APPLES. 


Sample of the Possibilities of the 


Foothills. 


William Dunlan of Burrough valley 


left at this office yesterday a box of ex- 
cellent mountain apples grown in bin 
orchard without irrigation. They are 
Baldwins, Spitzcnberths and Ben Davie, 
and are excellent for winter, readily 
selling for 3 cents a pound. 


Mr. Dunlap'fl orchard ia six yeara old, 


and coutainb 4000 trees, of which. 1000 
are applea. They havo grown without 
irrigation. Burrough valley has an ele- 
vation of 2000 feet, and the climate 
seems just right to develop splendid 
applea. Tbe treea are young, and have 
not yet come into full bearing, but they 
produced about CM boxes of apples this 
season. Mr. Dunlap's pear trees flour- 
ish to perfection, and the quality of tho 
fruit is said to surpass in flavor the 
pears grown in the valley. ' 


Lemon Caltnre in Italy. 


Major C. .T. Ilcrry of Visalia has had 


correspondence 
lately 
with Consul 


Woodcock of (Jatanin, Italy, on tbe sub- 
ject of lemon culture there. The follow- 
ing from that source will prove interest- 
; to California lemon growere: 
'Those orchards yield tho best result* 


which are the most distant from the sear 
and are not of Buch an altitude as to be 
affected by frost. The rich valley above 
the sea level, where an abundance of 
water can be had for irrigation, abounds 
in the best orchards. Borne orchards 
are very close to tho eeaahore. Such a 
location is, of course, not desirable for 
the culture of this fruit. The trees EO 
near these are more liable to disease, 
and the quality of the fruit is not HO 
cood as that of orchards moro distant. 


"Artificial irrigation is necessary. In 


many instances it is elevated from wells 
by ateam or mule power. The ground 
between the trees IH cultivated at least 
five times between March and October- 
Vegetable crops between the treea are 
condemned. Tbe treea produce an aver- 
age of 1000 lemons annually. Cases are 
mentioned where trees 
produce ten 


timea that number. The lemons gath- 
ered in November are the onea to hold 
for their keeping qualities. They'are 
supposed to keep six mouths."
